E began this series, and we close it, with 

W an article on the naval lessons of the 

European war for us. Our first thought 

in preparedness, and our last, should be the navy. 

An efficient army-at-best can only stop an in- 

vader after he is ashore. An adequate navy will 
never allow him to land. 

Without naval protection, no force of ours, or 
of any enemy, can move over the seas. With no 
naval guns to escort them, transports are 44 
Shells to the torpedo and the easy booty of the 
guns of a fast light cruiser. 

Every square yard of our soil and every lock 
of the Panama Canal is safe while our fleet holds 
the seas that guard our coast. But a beaten navy 
means that the drawbridges of the Atlantic and 
Pacific are down and the road is clear for an 
enemy to work his sweet will with the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

This is the overwhelmingly important lesson. | 
wish that I could bring it home to the United 


States as it was brought home to me when I saw 


the British grand fleet steam out into the North 
Sea, offerimg the gage of battle to the Germans. 
t was a spectacle as convincing as addition and 
subtraction. 

The German submarines were busy at the time. 
They had synk many British merchant ships. Yet 
British merchant ships still traversed the seas in 
every part of the globe. By its very nature, as 
this war has proved, the submarine must be a 
guerilla, a highwayman. 

_ The only, purpose of a navy is to keep com- 
mand of the sea. This command means freedom 
for the commerce under its flag. Commerce 
moves on the surface of the sea. We don’t take 
a submarine when we go to Europe or send our 
wheat to Europe on a submarine. When gun- 
fire has swept seas clear of any enemy’s ships 


for him, and hydroplanes are trailing his course to 
warn the destroyers of his location. He dare not 
face an open fight. He must hide in the sea as 
the highwayman hides in a cave by day before 
he goes forth by night to hold up the rich trav- 
eler. His part is that of an epidemic of burglary 
in a town. The burglars may cause a lot of an- 
noyance to the police, they may take a good deal 
of booty, but the banks keep open and the traffic 
of the streets of the town goes on as usual.

victory has hung from the beginning on sea pow- 
er. We must never let any side issue craw us 
away from this main thought. 

The Germans did not wait on this war to learn 
the value of sea power. They set out to attain it 
by a carefully planned program of the same kind 
which produced their army system. From fifth 
place they went to fourth, then to third and then 
to second, passing us. Their.navy being shut up 
ic a harbor does not mean that it has ceased to be 
a factor in the war. It has only to lift the nets 
and open the mine fields and. sail. out when it 
chooses. Intact, ready, it: becomes.a counter in 
any bargain for peace. -The Kaiser.can steam his 
dreadnoughts in line head on to the peace confer- 
ence table as cards to be played in the negotia- 
tions. The smaller the world becomes, the closer 
the continents are drawn together. by traffic over 
the seas, the more important sea power becomes. 
For us it must protect the Monroe Doctrine, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines, if we choose to 
retain them. 


Large or Small, Our Navy 
Must Not Be One-Sided 


HY doesn’t the British fleet go after the 
W German fleet?. Because the-~-British 
fleet cannot reach it. The British fleet 
has accomplished its main purpose while it keeps 
command of th~ sea. 

Why does not the German fleet come out? For 
the same reason that the American fleet would 
not go out if we were at war with a power having 
a superior navy to ours. The German fleet has 


} even given up sniping, except with its submarines, 


because in every kind of ship in these two homo- 
geneous, well-organized fleets the British have 
numerical superiority. The Germans are out- 
numbered in destroyers, in light cruisers, in bat- 
tle cruisers, in battleships. 

There is no weak spot in the armor on either 
side. They have built thoroughgoing, complete 
navies as far as they have gone. If the British 
had been weak in any one department, as we are 
in battle cruisers and in number of personnel, 
they would soon have heard from the Germans in 
the same way that the allied armies, which were 
weak in heavy artillery, heard from them. The 
moral, whether your navy is large or small, is 
not to make it a one-sided navy—all submarines 
or all battleships. Have an all-round plant, 
though it is small, and have it sufficiently 
manned. 

The German fleet remains in harbor because the 
German naval staff knows it business. It is not 
led away by any sense of one German being pre- 
ponderantly braver or shrewder than one En- 
slishman into taking a chance which is against 
cold professional judgment. Both navies are very 
efficient. The British may think theirs is, say 
10 per cent, more so; and the Germans may think 
theirs is. But 10 per cent is not enough. 

When the Germans look at the figures they 
find that the British navy is at least at the ratio 
of five to three and one-half stronger than theirs.

This is another 
point to bear in mind in 
naval preparedness. If 
war comes, have you the 
resources. to speed up 
your building? Can you 
make repairs aunty in case of battle? 

A rapi¢e: increase of vur navy is out of the ques- 
tion until we have more facilities for construction. 
The nation that can build fastest may have the 
advantage which will turn the scales in war. It 
takes ts almost a year longer than Britain to 
build a dreadnought or a battle cruiser and six 
months long2r than Germany. Here more than 
speed of building is at stake, and this is up-to- 
dateness.. Our designers must be from six months 
to a year ahead of their rivals in order to keep 
even, 

Nothing is so scientific and complicated as a 
modern man-of-war. It is a steel box holding the 
latest. machinery of every type.. Everything is 
done by scientific calculation. The scientific sys- 
tem of firing is such that you must allow for no 
human error of highly trained gunpointers, but 
only for the faults of material, or variation in the 
strength ‘of the powder which sends the shell on 
its long journey, and variations of atmospheric 
pressure through which the shell passes. When a 
twelve or fifteen inch shell can be put through a 
target at 18,000 yards, you have reached the limit 
of efficiency, unless you can make a gun and pow- 
der which will carry farther. It is the business of 
every navy to be sure that the other fellow is not 
first with a gun that does. 


With the same amount of training, a citizen or 
subject of any one of the progressive nations is 
about as good as another in war. The Germans 
know this. They are familiar with the records 
of British target practice. Comparing these with 
their own, they have the cold fact of relative 
merit which brushes away all sentimental consid- 
erations in their practical minds. Thus, for the 
German fleet to undertake battle means that they 
will have, say’ 250, guns of great caliber against 
400 for the British. 

And these great guns decide the mastery of the 
sea—these giants in their armored turrets on the 
surface of the sea. The destroyers which play 
around them like cavalry outriders on the watch 
for submarines, the light cruisers on blockade and 
patrol duty, the scouts, the hydroplanes, the traw!l- 
ers sweeping for mines, and the mine-laying ships 
which plant the mines, and also all the many aux- 
iliaries taken from the merchant service which 
come and go—all are but the attendants on the 
great fighting ships whose guns can beat anything 
except ships of equal power into the sea.

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THE COUNTY’S OPPORTUNITY. 

‘The summary from Reedy’s Mirror of the bene- 
fits which will flow from the success of the good

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BANERUPTCY AND WAR. 

Japan can so little afford to go to war with the 
United States that it would mean national bank- 
ruptcy for her, whether she won or lost, says Dr. 
J. F. Abbott of Washington University. But they 
seid that England with her loose-jointed colonial 
empire, Germany with her industrial overex- 
pansion, France with her stationary population 
and Russia with her political troubles and low 
credit could not afford to go to war for about the 
same reason. But they are all at war now, to- 
gether with other nations that can afford war as 
ill. 

We shall have no trouble with Japan, but the 
reason is because sanity in both countries does not 
want trouble. If prospective bankruptcy could be 
relied on as a preventive of war, it would stop the 
fighting in Europe at present, even if it had not 

availed to stop it in the first place, for all the 
nations are at present heading straight toward 
bankruptcy.

According to the Berliner Tageblatt there will 
be brought before the German Reichstag a bill 
for the establishment of Government “foreign 
training schools.”

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WASHINGTON’S SMOKESTAOCES. 

Washington is to be made the most beautiful 
city in the world. This is the purpose of the 
American people and to this end the best artists 
in architecture, sculpture, painting, landscaping, 
decoration and other lines of art work have 
contributed to the planning of the city. 

Congress necessarily takes a hand in the de- 
velopment of the National Capital having com- 
plete authority over public work and control of 
the appropriations for it. 

Congress has its own peculiar ideas of art and 
beauty. It has given fresh proof that they\are 
unique by approving a~plan to erect a central 
light and power plant in the part of the city 
devoted to park purposes and beautiful buildings. 
It adjoins Potomac Park on the Potomac River 
and is at the end of the vista looking from the 
White House to the park and including the 
Washington Monument. The power plant will 
have four huge smokestacks about 200 feet high, 
which will serve as the background of the Wash- 
ington Monument. 

No other body except Congress would think of 
a power plant with four huge belching smoke- 
stacks as an artistic background for the superb 
Washington Monument and an accompaniment to 
classic buildings and memorials. Perhaps Con- 
gress thought the stacks would enhance the 
beauty of the monument and the stately piles 
by contrast. Perhaps Congressmen wanted it 
as a memorial of the eloquent speeches on smoke- 
stacks and prosperity uttered by the championg 
of the tariff barons, 

At any rate, Congress’ has passed a bill approv- 
ing the location and the plant and the appropria- 
tion bill has passed the House. Fortunately it 
was stopped in the Senate. The institute of 
architects, the Art-Commission, neither of which 
were consulted, are trying to save the capital 
from the blot. Let us hope they will find enough 
Senators to defeat the appropriation, and that 
a majority of Congressmen will awaken to the 
blunder that has been made. It will probably 
cost something to change the location of the 
plant, but it will be worth the cost. The beauty 
of the National Capital will be preserved.

Perhaps when the war is over they will all agree 
to some great scheme of civilization. 
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PARCEL POST’S SUCCESS. 

In the last year before the establishment of 
the parcel post, the total traffic of all the ex- 
press companies of the country consisted of 317,- 
000,000 packages, on which they received an 
average of 50 cents a package or a total revenue 
of $158,500,000. 

In 1915 the total express company traffic was 
280,000,000 packages, carried at an average of 
28 cents a package, making a total from this 
source of $78,400,000. 

But in 1915 the parcel post carried 400,000,000 
packages of a pound or more at an average cost 
of 14 cents. 

The enormous expansion in package traffic in 
three years shows the conservatism’ and under- 
statement of those who, for a long period before 
1912, argued for amplified postal facilities. The 
total number of packages carried by both express 
companies and parcel] post in 1915 was 680,000,- 
000, more than double the 317,000,000 carried 
by express alone three years ago. 

The number of express packages last year was 
only 37,000,000 less than the 1912 maximum. 
Probably within a comparatively short time ex- 
press traffic will be as large as before the com- 
panies had parcel post competition. They re- 
ceive less for the service, but with decreased 
expenses they can still live on the revenue. For- 
merly their charges were excessive. 

When has a new public function ever made 
such.a showing in so short a time? 

The parcel post occupies, with many benefits 
for the public, a place long unfilled in this 
country and still leaves a place of usefulness for 
the express companies that formerly enjoyed a 
monopoly. 

The total cost to the public of carrying 680,- 
000,000 packages in 1915 was $134,000,000, or 
$24,500,000 less than the cost of carrying only 
317,000,000 packages in 1912,

Washington Times: The most recent at- 
tack on Paris peculiarly suggests the fiendishness 
of the campaign. The Zeppelin came in the midst 
of a fog so dense that one aviator declared he 


could not see, even with his searchlight, more 


than 24 feet about him. It was utterly impos- 


) sible in such conditions to expect that bombs could 
be dropped where they would have any military 


effect. The only possible motive was the hope 


) that a satisfying number of people might be killed 


promiscuously. 

The results suggest that a more efficient method 
of murder, less expensive and less calculated to 
alienate all human sentiments, would be to con- 
tinue the original barbarisms. More people were 
murdered in Belgium and Servia, at less cost; 
twice as many in Poland—as can be exterminated 
at like cost per capita by aircraft attacks. Ger- 
man efficiency ought to calculate mathematically 
and sentimentally the cost of killing a human be- 
ing and decide that true efficiency dictates stop- 
page of the undersea and overhead methods of 
nuurder.

It is deplorable, but not surprising that the 
Paris press and public is clamoring for reprisals. 
It is not quite clear how the slaughter of innocent 
German women and children can avenge the mur- 
der of the 24 Parisians and the wounding of 37 
in Saturday’s raid, but on this point outraged 
Paris can hardly be expected to reason clearly. 


MERELY AROUSES ANGER. 

New York Globe: In the Zeppelin raid of 
Friday night on the tenement districts of Paris, 
10 houses were damaged by the dropped bombs 
and 52 persons killed or wounded. Included in 
the killed were nine women and one baby 18 
months old. Some were in their beds when death 
came from the sky, and of a family gathered the 
celebrate the furlough of a soldier, nothing re- 
mained but seven mutilated corpses.

NO MILITARY VALUE. 

Philadelphia Record: That Zeppelin raid on 
Paris is not going to bring peace any nearer or 
make the terms any egsier for Germany if the 
allies win. It accomplished nothing Of military 
value, but managed to kill a lot of women and 
children and infuriate a chivalrous people. Ger- 
many’s persistence in this murdering of noncom- 
batants contrasts curiously with the boasts of 
the great progress of humanity made by its pro- 
fessors and public men. 


INJURES GERMAN PRESTIGE. 

New York Evening Pest: In all likelihood the 
official German report on the latest Zeppelin ex- 
ploit will describe how bombs were dropped on 
“the fortifed area of Paris” with considerable 
damage to the enemy’s ammunition depots and 
storage warehouses. The ammunition depots in 
question were tenement houses, and the military 
losses inflicted on the French consists largely of 
old men, women and babies slain in their homes. 
Thus German consistency will be once more vindl- 
cated. Germany insists upo™ realities as against 
the letter of the law, but is .n the habit of refer- 
ring to the “forts” at Scarborough and Whitby and 
the fortified areas of places like London and 
Paris. A Zeppelin raining down death upon work- 
ingmen’s houses in Paris does not constitute mil- 
itary operations. It is terrorism. 


PLAIN TERRORISM. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: The latest German 
raider dropped immense bombs on Paris without 
any possible foreknowledge of where they would 
land. The city, because of the dense fog, was in- 
visible. The Louvre might have been shattered, 
and the world’s priceless art destroyed. <A 600- 
pound bomb might have fallen on Notre Dame. 
The Pantheon, the tomb of Napoleon, a score of 
other noble architectural monuments, might have 
been demolished. And the net result would have 
been to injure the German cause outside of France 
and to inspire France to still greater efforts to end 
forever the menace of German mastery. 

A small specific result may be reprisals against 
the South German cities which have already suf- 
fered, but this is of small consequence in compari- 
son with the lasting injury to German prestige. 


AN ATROCIOUS PRACTICE. 

Indianapolis News: We are not now attempt- 
ing to apportion blame or praise. In this way 
both sets of belligerents have resorted to this 
method of warfare, and undoubtedly many Ger- 
man cities will suffer from it, as some. have al- 
ready suffered. What we think the civilized 
world should object to is the method. In the old 
days no commander would have thought of bom- 
barding a city unless it were fortified, and at the 
time under siege, and not then without fair notice, 
a demand for surrender, and an opportunity to 
remove the noncombatant population. But now 
an aviator will sail over a city, at the height of 
14,000 feet, and let loose bombs without a thought 
of where they may fall. 

The practice is atrocious, and especially so in 
view of the fact that it brings no military ad- 
vantage of any sort.

For more than a year you had read 
of St. Mihicl Communiques, maps, il- 
lustrations had made it famous and fa- 
miliar. It was the town that gave a 
name to the German salient, to the 
point thriwst in advance of what should 
be his front. You expected to see an 
isolated hill, a promontory, some posi- 
tion of such strategic value as would 
explain why for St. Mihiel the lives of 
thousands of Germans had been thrown 
like dice upor a board. But except for 
the obstinacy of the German mind, or, 
upon the part of the Crown. Prince, the 
lack of it, If could find no explanation, 
Why the German wants to hold St. 
Mihiel, why he ever tried to hold it, 
why if it so.pleases him, he should not 
continue to hold it until his whole line 
is driven across the border, is difficult 
to understand. For him it is certainly 
an expensive position. It lengthens nis 
lines of communication and increases 
his need of transport. It eats up men, 
eats up rations, éats up priceless am- 
munition, and it leads.to nowhere, en- 
filades no pcsition, threatens no one.

Adequate Navy !s 
Greatest Lesson 
From Europe's War 


Continued From Page One. 


They knew the material and the state 
of efficiency of the Spanish navy. f 
we had gone against the ships of 
some other European nation, the re- 
sult might have been different. 50 
far as we can learn, the records of 
ptarget practice of the British, the 
German and American navies are 
about the same. If we accept the re- 
without regard 
to national self-confidence, but just 
as a matter of sound common sense, 
then when we look out to see what 
our possible dangers are we shall be 
under no illusions. This has been the 
British and German method. 

In material, our battleships are as 
é od, if not better, than any in the 

Id. We have held to the impor- 

tahce of gun power, but when it 
comes to battle practice, wep have not 
had enough under modern conditions 
with full charges, because someboav 
thinks full charges are too expen- 
sive, Target practice is short range, 
gun by gun. It is the school of prep- 
aration for battle practice at Iong 
range, under actual battle condi- 
tions, when all the guns are firing 
as they would in battle. The British 
have found that as their battle prac- 
tice was, so was their battle action. 
Such is the acuracy of theoretical 
preparation in this very scientific 
business. If our fleet is not ready, 
we may know it before the war be- 
gins. In naval affairs, there is no 
excuse for being unready. The battle 
of the Dogger Bank began at 18,000 
yards, but we have not done any 
battle firing at anything like that 
range. 
Our fleet should not spare ammunition. 
The little extra that it costa to have 
proper practice is small beside the cost 
of a dreadnought, and the pay of its of- 
ficers and crews. If we cannot have a, 
big navy, let us have one that is the 
best in every particular. When we send 
battleships on junkets to public celebra- 
tions, when we keep them at Vera 
Cruz away from their regular work, it 
means that they cannot train for battle 
practice or fleet evolution. Neither the 
German nor ®British navies are wasted 
in this fashion. They are always at the 
business of preparing for battle—maneu- 
vering and training—which is the only 
reason for their existence. 
again this lesson must be repeated. Give 
our navy the same opportunity as the 
British and German to be efficient. 
And what about “the man behind the 
gun?’’. We talked a lot about him during 
the Spanish War. He is the human 
factor which must make all thg material 
from electric training gear and powder 
hoists, from range finding to’ gunfire, 
work smoothly. Without him a battle- 
ship is :ike an empty factory. It takes 
months.after a battleship is in commis- 
sion to bring her up to the standard of 
others in the fleet. The men in charge 
of the work are graduates of Annapolis, 
highly trained, scientific experts. They 
are expected to know how to handle the 
machinery and how 1o teach.the enlisted 
men to handle it. 
You may make your infantry: in 
six months, but no one thinks that 
you can make a turret crew of a 
battleship in six months. The blue- 


ljackets* whom you sée occasionally 


about the streets of coast towns on 
leave, though they seem carefree an'l 
easygoing sons of the sea, must be as 
expert in their departménts on board 
a man-of-war as watchmakers or tile 
layers or plumbers at their trades.

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MUSEUM OBTAINS STRIKING 
EXAMPLES OF ORIENTAL ART 


Japanese Bronte Dragon, 28 Swords 
and Chinese Objects Are Added 
te Collection. 

Among recent acquisitions to the City 
Art Museum, the most important. are 

in the department of applied art, now 
on display in gallery No. 1. The most 
striking object in the display is a Japa- 
hese bronze dragon, arising from wie 
sea and holding in its claws seven of 
the famous Japanese crystal spheres. 
In the same case there are 28 Japanese 
Sword guards, which were selected from 
500 choice examples cf this most inter- 
esting form of Uriental art, sent on 
from New York on approval. 

The pieces retained form a complete 
historical sequence, both in time and in 
design. The other objects of applied 
art are all of Chinese origin, and are 
to be added to the rapidly growing col- 
lection of antique Chinese art and 
craftmanship. 

The entire west wing of the museum 
building ig occupied by two important 
collections of paintings, which will to- 
day be opened to the public. The larger 
cne, comprising more than 300 pictures 
which fill six galleries, is the largest 
presentation of modern French art that 
has been shown in America since the 
St. Louis World’s Fair of 1904.

It.is he who has sustained the 
theory of the canals, and probably 
no other scientist. knows as much as 
he does about Mars. He has made 
the study of it his principal life work, 
and notwithstanding there are 
astronomers of equal repute who do 
not believe in his canals and are not 
prepared to say that Mars is inhab- 
ited, there is a’ widespread disposi- 


tion upon the earth to assume that 
what he believes perhaps fairly ap- 


proximates the truth. At any rate, 
we see Mars differently than we see 
any other planet, and we feel dif- 
ferently about it. If, as Prof. Low- 
ell says, Mars has dried’ up except 
for the snow caps at the poles, and 
man is waging upon that planet a 
struggle for existence wholly beyond 
our comprehension, we ought to 
view that other world: with: ‘deep 
human compassion, and no doubt a 
great many of us do.

Casualties of nearly 100,000 in a week 
and ecarcely a dent on the Russian line 
convinced the Germans that this was 
hopeless, and while the echoes of the 
guns on the Polieh piain were still in 
the air, they began another drive in 
Bast Prussia, which resulted in heavy 


| Russian losses, but profited the Ger- 


mans little more than the acquisition 
of.a few square miles of Russian ter- 
ritory and the heavy loss. of German 
lives, with no commensurate gain. 

The Germans were not discouraged, 
and the moment fit became obvious that 
the Russian retreat in East Prussia was 
to be of no great strategic value to 
them they at once swung south from 
Miawa toward Praznys in an endeavor 
to take Warsaw from the north by cut- 
ting the line between the Polish capital 
and Petrograd. 

Fighting had now been going forward 
on a huge scale for nearly two months, 
and by early March the impetus of even 
the Germans was beginning to flag, and 
their drive south from Miawa was a 
failure, résuiting in their retirement 
with ‘heavy losses, Including nearly 15,- 
000 men taken prisoners. 

Russians Gaining Strength. 

By April 1, 1915, it became clear that, 
viewed from ites larger aspects, the Ger- 
man campaign against Russia had 
failed. They had ta“en territory and 
on many battles, but the center of 
their objective, Warsaw, still lay as 
far from their grasp as in December, 
m4, and the Xussian army not only 
wae not demoralized, but was growing 
stronger each ay. 

In the meantime the armies of the 
Czar were steadily winning through the 


Carpathians, and in general having 
things their own way in Galicia. Al- 
most on the heela of the German fail- 
ures to get results around Warsaw in 
March came the collapse of Przemys! 
and the sur-ender of 135,000 Austrians. 

By April 1, 1915, the Germans, after 
terrific losses and sustained fighting of 
months had accomplished comparative- 
ly little; while the Russians, in spite of 
re verses, were gaining grou:d steadil; 
against Austria. The fall of Przemys! 
came at a time when the Russian 
armies were sweeping steadily ahead, 
driving the Hungarians and Austrians 
neadiong toward the great Hungarian 
plain. 

Austria Sees New Menace. 

The result of the Ge man failure in 
the north, plus the Russtan successes 
in the south, was having the most dis- 
astrous effect on the goldiers of the 
dual alliance, Hungary, seeing a direct 
menace on Budapest, both from the Bu- 
kowina and the passes of the Carpathi- 
ans, became dissatisfied and began to 
show signs of consideration of a sepa- 
rate peace,

me the situation in Austria-Hungary 
was 20 acute that it was possible, un- 
legs some steps were taken by Germany 
and taken quickty, the empire of the 
Kaiser faced the possibility of the com- 
plete collapse of ite allies.

This situation, plus the fact 
that Italy was on the brink of war, 
undoubtedly was responsible for “te 
program of the Germans which be- 
gan with the drive in Galicia and the 
subsequent campaign which resulted 
in the capture of Warsaw.

CHILDREN’S FURS MADE FROM

Hide Worn Around Girl's Neck Who 
Died of Anthrax Traced to 
: Refuse Pile. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Furs made into 
neckpieces and muffs from the skins of 
cats brought from Barren Island, the 
city’s dumping: ground, are believed to 
be the cause of many of the recent an- 
thrax cases, according to a statement 
issued today by Dr. C. T. Graham-Rog- 
ers, of the Department of Labor, Divi- 
sion of Industrial Hygiene. 

As the result of an investigation by 
Dr. Graham-Rogers of the fur shops of 
New York City he has prepared a report 
advocating the enforced discontihuance 
by manufacturers of the use of these 
skins for human wear. 

Dr. Graham-Rogers’ investigation was 
brought about by the-death four months 
ago from anthrax of a Brooklyn girl. A 
fur piece she wore around her neck was 
traced directly to a refining company 
which disposes ofthe offal from Barren 
Island. It led to the discovery that 
most of the cat skins used by fur- man- 
ufacturers in this city cote from. th 
source.

48 Caissons: to Be Sunk — 
Work Will Require Three 
_ or Four Months. 


The contract for the foundations of 
the new Post-Dispatch Building, at the 
northeast corner of Twelfth and Olive 


streets, was let yesterday, through the 
architects, Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, 
te the Gilsonite Construction Co. of St. 
Louis. 

The work of excavation will begin to- 
morrow and nearly 200 men will soon be 
employed. From now until the comple- 
tion of the pbuilding, early in 1917, there 
will be something to see continuously 
at the site, in the way ef.modern build- 
ing constructfon. 

A basement 19 feet deep is to be ex- 
cavated for the entire area of the build- 
ing lot, which is 100 by 127. feet, and 
there will also be excavations under the 
sidewalks on Twelfth street and Olive 
streets. A sub-basement, for a power 
plant, will have a depth of 18 feet 
under the regular basement. 

48 Caissons te Be Sunk. 

Forty-eight caissons, carrying the sup- 
port of the building to bedrock, and a 
number of machinery caissons, to sup- 
port boilers and presses, are to be sunk, 
end this caisson work will be the most 
difficult part of -the foundation con- 
struction. Bedrock; as shown by a test 
caisson, is 58 feet below the surface. 

A seven-foor vein of quicksand, shown 
by the test, may make it necessary to 
use compressed air and locks in sinking 
al! or a part of the caissons.

Autopsy Reveals That Mrs. 
Platt Succumbed to Car- 
bolic Acid. 


HAD BEEN TO A_ TEA 


Inquest Fails to Show How 
Fatal Dose Was Admin- 
istered. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. §.—A gay time spent 
at an afternoon tea and dansant ended 
in death for Mrs. Charles Dennie Platt 
of St. Louis, wife of an employe of the 
St. Louls Art League. She dropped dead 
at 6 o’clock Friday evening, half an hour 
after returning to the apartment of Mrs. 
Catherine Griffin, 14% Belden avenue, 
with whom she was staying. 

Carbolic acid in a quantity sufficient 
to have caused instant death was found 
in a post mortem examination by a Cor- 
oner’s physician. 

Whether death resulted from suicide or 
from “knockout drops” administered at 
the gay party the Coroner and police 
are attempting to ascertain. 

From the examination Dr. Reinhardt 
said he believed the acid was in such 
great quantity to precludg possibility of 
accidental poisoning or of administra- 
tion of the poison without Mrs. Platt’s 
knowledge. 

It was learned that she had been 
drinking considerably during the after- 
noon, and that immediately upon her 
return to the Griffin home she went into 
a bathroom. A few minutes later she 
was found unconscious, and before phy- 
sicians could be summoned had died. 

A puzzling angle in the case was the 
fact that but 9 cents was found in Mrs. 
Platt’s purse. Ordinarily she carfied 
large sums of money, it is said. A 
check issued by Hick’s buffet in the 
Grant Hotel, 8 North Dearborn street, 
also was found. 


At the inquest held late in the after- 
noon Miss Mary Paskie, sister of Mrs. 


Platt, Miss Elizabeth Clemens and Mrs. 
Griffin, were among the witnesses. Mrs. 
Griffin said that’Mrs. Platt had planned 
to remove from her home yesterday. 
Strong Oder of Liquor. 

The déath...was reperted- to Lieut. 
Reich of the North Halsted Street 
Station and Coroner Hoffman by Dr. 
Carl Swenson, 4 Fulton Parkway, who 
was called by a neighbor to attend Mrs. 
Platt. He said he found her dead upon 
his arrival. The suddenness of the 
death and the fact that there was a 
strong odor of liquor prompted him to 
make the report and he advanced no 
opinion as to the cause of her death. 

The police said Mrs. Piatt and her 
husband had been separated for about 
nine months, but that there had been no 
differences between them and that he 
had regularly sent her sums of money. | 
He attended the inquest today. Mrs. 
Platt was 35 years old. Her parents, the 
husband said, live on one of the islands 
in the West Indian group.

Woman Accused of Instigating 
Murder of Husband Swoons 
When Verdict Is Read. 


JURY. -OUT: - 7. ‘ROURS 


Assault Charge Against Her in 
Case of Shooting of Miss 
Burger Still Pending. 


PROVIDENCE, R. IL. Feb. 5.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth F. Mohr was acquitted to- 
night by a jury fn the Superior Court 
of a charg» of having instigated the 
murder of her husband, Dr. C. Frank- 
lin Mohr. C. Victor Brown and Henry 


H. Spel!man, negroes, who were ac- 
cused of the actual killing, were 
found guilty. The penalty is life 
imprisonment. The jury reported at 
6:07 o’clock after having been out 
since 10:15 this morning. 

Mrs. Mohr swooned while the fore- 
man wa; announcing the verdicts. 
Her head dropped forward and she 
was slipping from her chair when her 
attorneys grasped and supported her, 
while a court officer rushed for a 
glass of water. 

“Is there any other charge against 
these defendants?” inquired Justice 
Stearns. 

“There is, your honor,” replied At- 
torney-General Rice, “but Mrs. Mohr 
is on bail on the other charge.” 

“The defendants Brown and Spell- 
man are committed without bail,” 
said the Court, Mrs. Mohr is dis- 
charged from custody on this count. 

Charge in Burger Case. 

The other charge against Mrs. 
Mohr and the two negroes’ is. that 
they committed an assualt on Miss 
Emily Burger, with intent to kfll. 

Miss Burger wag shot while riding 
with Dr. Mohr ,on- £hé, olght he was 
attacked. Brown and: Spelinian’ are 
accused of actually’ firing the shots 
at Miss Burger, while Mrs. Motr is 
charged with being an Accessory be- 
fore the fact of the crime. 

The first word: received from the 
jury after’ it took the ca@é came at 
5:26 when it was announced that fur- 
ther instructions weré desired. Half 
an hour later the prisoners had been 
brought to the courtroom, but a dep- 
uty sheriff informed the judge that 
the jury had decided that the instruc- 
tions asked for were not needed. 

Less than 10 minutes elapsed when 
word came that the jury, was ready 
to report. + 

Mrs. Mohr apparently was in a 
stupor when the foreman pronounced 
the words, “Not guillty.“" She recov- 
}ered quickly, however. Newspaper 
men began to surround her, but were 
told by her counsel, John J.. Fitz- 
gerald, that she was not in any con- 
dition to talk. 

Negroes to Appeal Case. 

“The fight has only begun, was 
the comment of William H. Lewis, 
counsel for Brown. Mr. Lewis has 
taken numerous exceptions during 
the tria} and said he might carry 
the case to the Supreme Court. 

Attorney-General Rice declined to 
comment on the verdict. He would 
not say when the other charge 
against Mrs. Mohr would be tried, if 
at all. 

The trial began Jan. 10 and the 
jury had been Kept together all the 
time. They went to their respective 
homes for the first time in four weeks 
after being paid off tonight. 

Dr. Mohr, a physician practicing in 
this city and Newport, was shot 
fatally on th evening of Aug. 31, 
1915, as he was sitting in his stalled 
automobile in a lonely spot in Bar- 
rington. ‘ 

George W. Healis, the negro chauf- 
feur, made a confession in which he 
alleged Mrs. Mohr had offered to pay 
him, Brown and Spellman $5000 if 
they would murder her husband. 

The police.also claimed that the 
other two negroes made confessions 
which were subsequently repudiated. 
Healis pleaded guilty to manslaugh- 
ter and became a witness for the 
State. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mohr had been living 
apart for two years as a result of 
quarrels growing out of his alleged 
attentions to Miss Burger and other 
women. Separation suits were pend- 
ing and the State claimed that Mrs. 
Mohr sought her husband’s death for 
revenge and to obtain his estate. The 
defense maintained that Mrs. Mohr 
loved her husband and that she had 
been involved in the case by the 
actual murderers who hoped thug to 
mitigate their own punishment. 

To Devote Life to Children. 

Mrs. Mohr made a brief statement 
after returning to her home tonight. 
She said she had been confident from 
the beginning that no jury would 
ever convict her, adding that the 
charge of bringing about the death 
of the man, who was the father of 
her children and to whom site had 
always hoped to become reconciled 
was the culmination of a series of 
misfortunes which had clouded her 
life. ' 


She expresseg her appreciation of

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DYNANITE THREAT 


Men Stationed at All Entrances 
and Exits of New -York 
Tubes. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Police have been 
assigned to protect the subway system 
from the Brooklyn terminal to the Bronx 
terminal and the Hudson and -Manhat- 
tan tubes, because of a réport’ that a 
threat lias been made to’ dynamite the 
underground roads. The Interbdorough 
Repid Transit Co. has admitted that po- 
lice help has been asked. A dozen uni- 
formed policemen are guarding the Hud- 
son. terminal building. 

Patrolmen from various stations in 
Manhattan were, assigned at 11 o’clock 
tonight to stand watch at the uptown 
and downtown entrances to all stations 
in the subway system. Others were de- 
tailed to entrances of what is known as 
the Fourth Avenue line, running to Co- 
ney Island. 

The police declined to discuss the 
reason for their precautions in de- 
tail. There was a threat on the part 
of anarchists some time ago that ev- 
ery great event affecting its follow- 
ers in America would be fittingly 
celebrated. Yesterday was the anni- 
versary of the birth of Johann Most, 
the former Red leader. 

Frank H. Hedley, vice president and 
general. manager of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Co., declared at his home 
at Yonkers tonight that he had heard 
of no threats and that he had made 
no request for police protection.

Not on Quibble

What is it for which the United States 
is contending in the Lusitania contro- 
versy with Germany, which has again 
rendered these negotiations acute? It is 
that Germany shall admit officially that 
the sinking of the Lusitania was “ille- 

gal.’’ 

To gome this may appear as a mere 
quibble, since Germany. has expressed » 
regret. for the loss of American lives 
und has offered.to pay an indemnity. 

But the. controversy. its not raging’ 
around a quibble; the position of the 
United States in the case, on the con- 
trary, is aggresively in accord with the. 
repeated sentiment of President Wilson 
on his recent tour, that the United 
States ‘‘is merely standing for the rights 
of mankind when the life of mankind fs. 
being disturbed by, an. unprecedented 
war between the greatest nations of the 
world.” | 

What the United States is endeavoring: 
especially to achieve is to destroy the 
force of the precedent established by 
Germany in torpedoing merchant ships 
‘without regard to innocent lives, which 
if allowed to stand unrepudiated. would 
take its place fn the law as an allow- 
able méasure of naval warfare. Unless 
Germany will concede the Mlegality of 
the operations the whole modern fabric 
of moral obligation reared for the pro- 
tection of noncombatants collapses, and

The capricious cruelty perpetrated in 
the name of reprisal in times past has 
stimulated endeavor to restrict that 
right. An effort was made to limit it at 
the Brussels conference of 1874, in the 
Russian proposal that “reprisals are ad- 
missible in extreme cases only, -due re- 
gard being paid as far as shall be pos- 
sible to the laws of humanity,’ and that 
they shall. be proportionaté tothe de- 
gree of the infraction of the law com- 
mitted by the enemy. When the con- 
ference declined to pronounce upon the 
subject the Russian delegate, Gen. Jo- 
mini, author ofthe proposal, said: 

“TI regret that the uncertainty of s!- 
lence is to prevail with respect to one of 
the most bitter necessities of war. If 
the practice could be suppressed by this 
reticence, I. could but approve its 
course. But if it is still to exist, this 
reticence may, it is to. he feared, remove 
any limits to its exercise.

Old Offenders, Report of 
December. Panel Says. 


Too much leniency is shown in the 
courts to old offenders against the speed 
laws, in the opinion of the December 
grand jury, which made its final report 
te Circuit Judge. Grimm yesterday. 
Heavier penalties for drivers of auto- 
mobiles, auto trucks and motor cycles 
found guiity of fast and reckless driving 
were recommended. 

The m&ztimum fine for sipiidslinsias under’ 
the ‘city ordinance” is “$500. The usual 
‘fine for first offenders is $5. “For a sec- 
} ond offense the fine ts usually $10. Re- 
peated offenders are usually fined $25 
or $50. In a few cases fines of $500 have 
been inflicted. A workhouse sentence 
may be inflicted under the State law if 
the speed exceeds 25 miles an hour for 
half a.mile.

An Po Po ‘of $100.1m the price of | 
the Chalmers Six-40 touring car,’ from 
$1850 to $1450, effective March 1, was the 
sensational announcement ‘made during 
the recent Chicago Automobile Show by 
executives of tue Chalmers Motor Co.

“We have | 
found it impossible to manufacture 4 
car conforming to our standards of qual- 
ity at anywhere near the former pro- | 
duction costs. Ratlier than sacrifice * 
quality or cheapen our product in any 
way, we have decided to advance the 
car’s pric. 

“I predict a general upward revision 
of motor car prices all: along the: line 
before many nionths. There is no other 
Way out for the automobile manufac- 
turer. 

“The Huropean ‘war has. been respon- ; 
sible, in a great’ degree, for the . big 
increase in the costs of the raw ma-, 
terials. Vanadium steel, which sold at 
$185 a pound only a year ago,’ has 
jumped to $8.50 a pound. Aluminum has 
nearly tripled.tn price, going from 19 
cents a pound to 6&8 cents a pound. 
Other sensational increases are: Steel 
bars, from $1.19 a hundred to $2 a hun- 
dred; high-speed steel, from {$1.6 a 
pound to $3.35; leather, from 20 cents a 
foot to 3% cents a foot; copper from 
14 cents a pound to 24 cents a pound. 
“Added to the many troubles of the 
moter car maker is the difficulty in se- 
curing machine tools and automatic ma | 
chinery of the latest type. Steel mills 
are making no promises of delivery 
within the six months period and parts 
manufacturers are accordingly held up 
in their production.

CHILDREN IN NEED 


Republic Offers to Provide for 
Bringing Up and Education. 
~ Until Age of 15. 


Corresngndence of the Associated Préss. 

ATHENS, Jan. 10.—Whatever th¢ out- 
come of the war with respect to‘Servia 
as a nation, the future generution of 
Servians is assured. Not only have 
numbers of individuals interested them- 
selves in the fate of the children of the 
war-devastated land, but the Govern- 
ment of the French repu lic has con- 
stituted itself the guardian of every | 
Servian child in need; and offered to 
provide for the bringing up and educa- 
tion until the age of 15 of every off- 
spring of the race that has $0 val- 
jantly defended its national heritage 
Already several hundred orphan Servisn 
children have teen sent from Saloniki 
to France, where tney have been placed 
in French families that have volun- 
teered to look after them. 

Madam Grouitch, the American wife 
of the Servian Under Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, has established a fund in 
the hands of Constantiné Mela, of Ath- 
ens, by which a franc (20 cents) a dav 
is paid for the support of the needy 
children of Servian officers and fun>- 
tionaries of the Servian Government. , 

“Very often,” she explained to the 
AgSociated Press representative, ‘‘the 
families, and, especially, the orphan 
children of people of this class, suffer 
more than those of the poor. Those 
who have never had much soon adjust 
themselves even to the hardships tha‘ 
have accompanied this war. Those who 
have had everything and lost it all are 
to be pitied.” When Mrs.- Grouitch 
and her husband left Servia they were 
forced to make their way through Al- 
bania afoot,.and they arrived in Atheas 
jonly with what they stood in, 

Babies Are Cared For. 

The babies, too, are being cared for. 
In Nish the Mabel Grouitch Baby Hos- 
pital, though in the hands of the in- 
vaders, still shelters its tiny charges, 
who are under the watchful eyes of 
American doctors and nurses, who re- 
mained in Nish when the Serbs them- 
selves were forced to flee the victo- 
rious Bulgars. 

A great many Servian babies, how- 
ever, were brought out of the country 
by their mothers or relatives, and not 
a few have been born since the cxo- 
dus. Queen Sophie of Greece has set 
aside a ward in her Babies’ Hospital in 
Atnens for the exclusive care of _Ser- 
vian babies. The ward: will accommo- 
date 100 babies, and it is ‘in charge of 
a competent Dutch woman.

SUBTREASURIES WILL BE 
RETAINED FOR THE PRESENT 


Secretary McAdoo Says It Has Not 
Been Determined That Reserve 
Banks Can Take Their Piace. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 6.—The United 

States subtreasuries at St. Louis and in 


various other cities will not be abol- 
ished, at least for the present.. This an- 
nouncement was made to Representative 
Igoe today by Secretary of Treasury Mc- 
Adoo. 

The Secretary declared he was abso- 
lutely opposed to abolishing the sub- 
treasuries at this time. He added that 
it has yet to be determined whether the 


Federal reserve banks will be able to/ 


handle the business now transacted by 
the several subtreasuries. 

The understanding is that there has 
been some sentiment in the Committee 
on Appropriations in favor of abolish- 
ing all subtreasuries, and especially 
those at St. Louis and New Orleans. 
Assistant United States Treasurer Fort 
told the committee that St. Louis and 
New - Orleans subtreasuries by _ all 
means should be retained. 

Secretary McAdoo told Igoe that it will 
require at least another year to deter- 
mine whether the subtredsuries can be 
eliminated without impairing the effi- 
ciency of the national currency system.

Witness Before Interstate Board 
Declares Persecution Was Sys- 
tematic and Continuous. 


DRIVEN INTO BANKRUPTCY 


Could Not Obtain Vessels, Pro- 
moter Declares, Because of 
the Opposition. 


NEW YORK, Feb. §.—The Southern 
Pacific railway company so dominat- 
ed ship traffic in 1909 that the Phil- 


adelphia and Gulf line organized in 
Philadelphia to handle freight be- 
tween Gulf ports and the Atlantic 
seaboard, was unable to purchase or 
charter vessels and subsequently went 
into receivership, according to testi- 
mony offered before Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Mayer here today 
in the hearing on the application of 
the Southern Pacific to continue con- 
trol of its Morgan Line of steamships 
under the Panama: Canal act. 

Frederick Groves of Philadelphia, 
who. promoted the Philadelphia and 
Gulf line, and was its first president, 
testified that his company had rates 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
railroads in the Southwest and was 
offered a large amount of freight, but 
that opposition by the Southern Pa- 
cific made it impossible to obtain 
ships. Efforts to charter them even 
on the Pacific Coast met with failure, 
he said. Groves appeared as a wit- 
ness against the application. 

Says Company, Was Crippled. 

“rhe Southern Pacific hounded us 
and crippled us in every way,” he 
testified: “The persecution was sys- 
tematic and continuous.” He said he 
believed that with the Southern Pa- 
cific on the seas it would be impos- 
sible to get a dollar to operate an 
independent line between Atlantic 
and Gulf ports, but that if the South- 
ern Pacific was divorced from the 
Morgan line, the fleld would be at- 
tractive and profitable, resulting in 
@ greater development to water traf- 
fic north of Galveston. 

Prior to the formation of the Phil- 
adelphia and Gulf line, the witness 
said he shipped goods from New York 
to Gulf ports by way of Baltimore. 
The New York and Baltimore Trans- 
portation Co., in which he was inter- 


|timore and the Southern. Pacific the 
rest of the way. - 

Under this. arrangement, Groves ex- 
plained, the goods went on One bill 
of lading and the two companies split 
the profits. The witness said he de- 
manded and got an increase in the 
share of profits turned over to his 
company. This led to a quarrel dur- 
ing which the Southern Pacific put 
on so-called “fighting ships’ to com- 
pete with the New York and Balti- 
more. It was then that he organized 
the Philadelphia and Gulf line, he ad- 
mitted, 

. Fails on Names, 

Cross-examined, Groves was unable 
to name any individual representative 
of the Southern Pacific who tried to 
prevent, as he had charged, the rais- 
ing of a subscription to form the 
Philadelphia and Gulf line. His in- 
formation regarding the impossibility 
of getting ships came from his brok- 
ers, he said, and he admitted he had 
not. tried to; buy vessels from the 
Southern Pacific. 

W. M. Harrison .of Philadelphia, 
secretary of the Delaware Traffic 
Association, asked) that the Morgan 
Line and the Southern Pacific be di- 
vorced so that Philadelphia might 
get the benefit of free competiton. 

Representatives of Galveston, San 
Francisco, Baltimore, Boston and New 
Orleans, favored a continuation of 
the road’s ownership. W. H. Chand- 
ler, member of the Traffic Bureau of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
said a separation would be against 
the interests of New England ship- 
pers as the attitude of the Southern 
Pacific had been to give them the 
benefit of the New York rates. 

Theodore C. Brent, general manager 
of the New Orleans Traffic Bureau, 
declared that any interferance with 
the road’s control “would be little 
short of a calamity,” but that an al- 
leged discrimination in rates unfa- 
vorable to New Orleans should be 
remedied. He asked that the Com- 
mission have ‘hearings in New Or- 
leans to consider the rate question.

BSpecieliste in the: Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington state..that as 
the weather. thus far this fall:and win- 
ter has been. very similar to that of 
1913, there is danger that losses may 
again occur from. the same cause. These 
specialists call..attention to a number 
of precautions,te be observed when the 
weather is not cold enough to keep the 
carcasses from decomposing if not han- 
dled properly.

My chickens are losing the féathers 
at the top of their heads. I have exam- 


ined them, but do not find any lice. Can 


you tell ine what the trouble is? Would 
it be advisable to mix tobacco dust and 
lime in the litter? I have 30 fowls and 
am feeding five pounds of cabbage cut 
quite fine daily, besides grain. Is thac 
too much?—C, 8., Bellevue, Ky. 

I can think of thtée ways in which 
your chickens might get bald on the top 
of their heads, but without seelng them 
I cannot tell what is the cause. It may 
be that there is some sort of parasite 
that is causing the difficulty, though lI 
ara inclined to doubt it, I should apply { 
some lice powder, anyway, to each of thie 
fowls. Your suggestion to mix tobacco 
dust and lime in the litter may be good. 

The trouble may be caused by feather 
eating. or. feather pulling—that is, one 


bird may pull the feathers from another’ 


bird. They. are most likely to. do this 
lower on the neck, however, This bad 
habit is often started by improper feed 
ing, the bird craving some kind of ani- 
mal food which is it not getting. The 
remedy is to separate the offender and 
to feed pretty Iberally of animal food. 
The trouble may be Caused by the male 
bird. Perhaps you have too many males 
with the females.

Can science, in years to come, pro- 
long the lives of human beings into 
centuries? 

It is not unreasonable to indulge 
in this hope, according to the Rev. 

John P. Coony, professor of chemistry at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, who, in a recent lecture on “The Chemistry of 
the Human Body and Its Relation to Health and Lon- 
gevity,” made the prediction that chemists and physi- 
cians some day will solve the problems connected with 
foodstuffs and -vill be able to prescribe a dietary suited 
to the needs of each individual, which will ward off 
senility and repeat the wonderful story of the earliest 
years of human life on this globe. 

As a basis for his prediction, Father Coon: pointed 
out the progress that has been made along this line 
within the last two centuries, and called attention to the 
fact that chemists, ably assisted by physicians, had 
prolonged the expectation of life eight years within the 
last century, whereas, in the previous 100 years, it had 
been raised but four years. Never, he said, was the 
prospect more gloriously bright, of lengthening out the 
years of human life by decades and possibly into the 
centuries. 

“Life in its physical aspects,” he aiid, “has been de- 
scribed as a succession of chemical transformations of 
the various foodstuffs. Disease would then represent 
a disorderly succession and health a natural and or- 
derly sequence of these chemical changes. The work 
done by the earliest chemists to enter this field must 
then be the discovering of the chemical nature of the 
tissues composing the human body. Owing to the 
crudity of the chemical processes in those days of the 
second and third quarters of the nineteenth century, 
the work was necessarily slow; and although absolutely 
essential for the solving of the problem undertaken, 
this knowledge is still very incomplete. 

“These early workers soon discovered that food has a 
twofold function, that of supplying structural, or build- 
ing and repair material, and that of supplying fuel from 
which heat and energy, as sources of all the body’s 
' activities, might be derived. The human machine, with- 
out food, may be likened to a locomotive standing on 
the tracks, the finished product of the engine builder’s 
art, yet a useless and dead machine without the fuel 
necessary to supply the heat and energy enabling it to 
do its work in the field of transportation. The human 
body differs from the machine in its capacity to effect 
all necessary repairs, as well as to drive heat and en- 
ergy from its food supplies, or fuel. 

“Ordinary foods have been found to contain three chief 
classes of substance, called respectively proteins, fats 
and carbohydrates. The first-named class, always rich 
in nitrogen, is the only one supplying building and 
repair materials. Of this type meats, eggs, fish, etc., are 
examples. The fats and carbohydrates are fuels only, 
capable of being stored in limited quantities for future 
use as well as for the immediate supplying of heat and 
activity. Proteins are also fuels, but they are furnace 
cloggers, producing large amounts of what we might call 
clinkers, removable from the furnace only with difficulty 
—a difficulty which becomes greater with advanced 
age. 

“Not more than one-sixth of the fuel needed for the 
human engine should be supplied in the form of proteins. 
Chemists have determined the amounts of structural 
material and also of fuels which are necessary, which 
are useful, which are excessive; in other words, have 
determined the minimum, the optimum and the maxi- 
mum of the structural materials and total fuels of the 
human engine. Countless analyses have similarly dis- 
covered what percentages of protein, fat and carbo- 
hydrates is found in each of the foodstuffs ordinarily 
obtainable. This knowledge makes possible the arrang- 
ing of a dietary which will supply the most suitable pro- 
portions of both fuel and building and repair materials. 
Consequent upon such a supply should be the most per- 
fect order of the chemical transformations resulting 
normally in the highest degree of health and of strength. 

“Tests of the correctness of this theory are hard to 
make on human subjects, who eat whatever they fancy, 
and in amounts as great as their limited capacities will 
receive. In public and private institutions, however, 
such theories have been most advantageously applied 
to the working out of dietaries both economical and effi- 
cient in sustaining health and strength. Experimental 
work on a limited number of human subjects has also 
been extensive in the United States Government and 
other laboratories, fully establishing the exact equiva- 
lent in fuel value of foodstuffs, whether burned in 
the human body or burned in a furnace. Lower animals

The almost hopelessly great task of so analyzing the 


foodstuffs has been courageously attacked by American biochemists, 
who are at the present time supreme in this line of chemical work.” 

In showing how important for growth is one of tiese tiny parts 
of a protein molecuie, Father Coony {illustrated his lecture with 
lantern slides made from illustrations of the results of experiments 
with chickens, described in the current number of the American 
Journal of Physiology. Lysine, one of the chief ingredients of 


proteins, was withheld from one set 
of chickens and fed to the other. The 
result on the one hand was a normal 
fowl and on the 
other a bird in a 
stage of arrested 
development. Gen- 
erous dietaries 
were employed in 
both cases, the 
only difference 
being that tysine 
was withheld 


from one set of 
chickens and 
given to the 
other. T he 
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chickens used in the experifment were of the same brood. 

“This part called lysine,” Father Coony declared, “‘is 
chemically named alphaepsilondiaminocaproic. Other 
substances, whose chemical nature is almost entirely 
unknown, existing in quantities too small to be obtained 
separately, too small to be measured or even intel- 
ligently guessed at-—-are necessary, some to the growth, 
others to the health of human beings. Such are the 
vitamins of milk and of rice polishings;: such the hor- 
mones and secretions produced by giands in the human 
and other animal bodies. 

“Metchnikoff, the successor of the famous Pasteur, 
attempted through many years to discover the cause of 
senility, premature or normal. He thought that in lactic 
acid he had a preventive of intestinal putrefaction, which 
he deemed the source of the poisoas bringing on old age. 
Later work has shown the improbability of finding in 
lactic acid the remedy sought for. A _ continuation 
rather of present day work, in the analysis of foods for 
their ultimate nutritive constituents, in the study of the 
minute amounts of hormones and other internal secre- 
tions of the human body, coupled with the discovery 
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Some proteins are so inade- 
quate that cell construction is not possible even with unlimited sup- 
plies of material. The recognition that the building materials of 
food are torn down by the digestive agents into the very minutest 
parts before being available for the structure of human body cells, 
together with the realization that some proteins contain none at all 
or inadequate proportions of the so-called building stores, makes 
plain to us the new necessity of going over all the many kinds of 
proteins, analyzing them much more extensively for the proportions 
of the various necessary building stones, and again reconstructing 
our dietaries to contain, not the necessary amounts of building 
material, but building materials which contain in sufficient amounts 
the parts needed by the human body in the building up of its tissue.

finally the discovery of what precise 
chemical actions bring on old age seem 
our well-grounded hope for a future 
great extension of the years of human 
life. 


“Statisticians tell us that the expecta- 
tion of life, or the average length of 
human life, is 12 years greater now 
than three centuries ago; and that the 
figures are increasing more rapidly now , 
than ever before. This has been ac- 
complished almost independently of the 
chemist’s work; partly by hygiene and 
care of the body, partly by more &atis 
factory nutrition and partly by the 
greater skill and knowledge of physi- 
cians of these later days. But a period 
is now opening in which the chemist’s 
work seems to be the leader in the solving of this prob- 
lem of longevity. Figures ‘representing the extent of 
success cannot for some years be obtained, but we ex- 
pect them to be as startling as the remarkable figures 
shown in the application of methods of preventive medi- 
cine. The wonders accomplished in the field of small- 
pox, diphtheria, typhoid and other diseases wiil probably 
be surpassed. The pure food and drug laws are pre-. 
venting the introduction into the human system of vast 
amounts of dangerous or poisonous substances which 
in the past have greatly shortened men’s lives. The 
movement to expose the frauds of many manufacturers 
of patent medicines is also productive of perhaps as 
great beneficial effects. The chemist is the toiler and 
the judge in all cases of this nature and to his account 
we must credit benefits so obtained. 


“The future looks bright except for the fast pace 
which mankind in the twentieth century insists on keep- 
ing up. Unless thrills fill up the whole day—and the 
night, too,—we are classed with the “mild-eyed kine’ 
type‘of beings. We are pitied as ‘dead ones.” This fast 
going tears down our nerve itssue—and nerve tissue is 
called the master tissue, the general superintendent of 
human activities—clogs, too, the bloo@- vessels, the Hines 
of transportation for internal commercial activity. The 
fires of life burn flickering and low and beginning with 
early middle life we find our expectation of years re- 
maining to be shorter than at corresponding periods of 
life three centuries ago. 


“Shall we be able, in a few decades, to solve this 
problem even partially, to lengthen out the years of 
human life by decades, possibly into the centuries? The 
answer cannot be given at once, but never was the 
prospect more gloriously bright.” 


Not only are the chemists- constantly seeking w ys 
and means to prolong the life of the individual, but ot ier 
agencies as well—not related to science—are co-ope*al 
ing with them. A national organization fostered b} 
insurance companies has for its chief object: the cx 
tension ef life through acquainting people with thosé 
things which are harm’ul 
and educating them as ‘to 
methods of foretelling é‘s- 
ease before any ordini“y 
symptoms would be casua'ly 
noticed.

In the following article, the violoncello, with some 
pardonable boasting, is supposed to telt-a few of its re- 
miniscences, explaining how this instrument, “a king 
among violoncellos,” happens to find itself in a subor- 


dinate position in an orchestra thousands of miles distant, by land and 


sea, from its native city of Cremona. 


LTHOUGH you may scarcely believe it, | am

l was made nearly 300 years 
ago by Petro Guarnerius 01 
Cremona, in one of those 
three shops in the Piazza St. 
Domenico, where the Amati, $ 
the Stradivari and the Guar- A 
nerri, working in friendly 
rivalry, constructed all of the 
greatest stringed instruments 
in the world. 


Despite my venerable age, 
I am—if I must say so my- 
self—an extremely handsome 
thing to look at. I am broad 
of shoulder and deep of chest; 
my back and belly are made 
of the finest selected pine 
wood, dried and seasoned for 
years in the sun; and lam | 
clothed in the royal Cremona 
varnish, the secret of which 
has been lost for two cen- 
turies—the varnish, which is 
a rich, glowing gold in color, 
so soft and warm and luxuri- 
ous that it seems to be a part 
of the fabric of the wood, in- 
stead of being laid upon it. il 

And when I speak, it is in ; 
the voice of a great orator, al hip 
so opulent in quality, so vo- | }) 
luptuously eloquent and se ss 
mellifiuous, that the ears of those who hear me are rav- 
ished. When the experts turn their first glance upon 
me, they exclaim: “Those regal lines, that golden var- 
nish, can be the work of none other than the supreme 
artists of Cremona!” and when they hear me sing, they 
declare that only a Guarnerius could have endowed me 
with so rich, so ardent and so lucious a tone. 

The circumstances that brought me to my present ob- 
security are quite romantic, and I will tell them to you. 
Not to be tedious, I will go back only @0 years, when, 
under some malign fate, I found myself in captivity in 

the shop of a music dealer in Chicago. Thither came 
one day a. man of striking appearance, who, I learned, 
was Anton Hegner, a celebrated Danish cellist. He had 
been first cellist with Walter Damrosch’s New York 
"Symphony Orchestra, and was now going on a tour of 
the United States with Adelina Patti. I could tell from 
his first glance that he fell in love with me at sight; and 
when he drew a bow caressingly across my strings and 
I spoke to him in my loveliest tones, I knew he would 
let nothing in the world stand in the way of his pos- 
sessing me. 

My price was $8000, but Hegner did not have the 
money. He went away very sadly, but in a year he came 
back, radiant with joy. On his tour with Mme. Patti 
he earned $10,000, which was a greater sum than he had 
ever had in his life; and of this he eagerly paid four- 
fifths for me. 

Thus I was rescued from prison and taken back into 
the great world, where I belonged by right. What won- 
derful times were:those! I shall not tell you of all 
my triumphs, of how great audiences acclaimed me a 
king among violoncellos. But you will pardon me if I 
recall] one red-letter day, when I appeared before Queen 
Victoria at Buctingham Palace, and when one of her 
daughters played the accompaniment for me at the 
piano. i. might tell how the royal family praised. my 
symmetrical lines and my beautiful varnish and went 
into raptures over my superb tone, but that would be 
boasting. 

But, alas! those glorious days came to an end: My 
master fell ill, and the doctors said he could never play 
in public agaih. Like most musicians, he was a poor 
business man, and had saved little money. 

In time we sank .to a cheap boarding house ip New 
York, where we had a room in the attic. When a musi- 
clan ceases to appear before the public he is soon for- 
gotten, and so it happened with Hegner. After a few 
years his name was no longer remembered, and he 
dwelt alone, poor and ill, with only myself as a com- 
panion. 

How he worshiped me is shown by. the fact that during 
10 years of hardships and privations he would not 
part with me, although the price I could have brought 
him would have kept him in ease and comfort the rest 
of his life. Sometimes, though not very often, he played 
on me, but always I could tell from his eyes that more 
sacred to him than anything in the world was the adora- 
tion with which I inspired him, as I have inspired all 
musicians who have ever made my acquaintance. 

But the time came when he was convinced he would 

- not live a great while longer, and he began to consider 
solicitously what.my. future would be. He feared that 

1, one of the princely line of violoncellos, might fall 

into unworthy -hands.

~ A few friends know; few others guess. Yet this

She is the daughter of the late Tom L. Johnson, trac- 
tion millionaire of Cleveland, several times Mayor of 
his city, who himself in his day knew all the turns of 
fortune’s wheel.

VER since the Germans have been in Brussels 
there has existed an “underground ra:lroad’”’ to

The German secret service tried in vain 
to discover how the prisoners got away, but without suc- 
cess—until last September. Then one of the “opera- 
tives,”’ as Detective Burns would say, conceived the idea 
of donning part of a French uniform and appealing to 
Belgian farmers on the outskirts of Belgium to help him 
to get over the frontier. 

When a train load of French prisoners was moved

Impressed by the spy’s French language and uniform, 
the unsuspecting farmer provided him with the desired 
garments.

Buried by Shell, Tunneled Way Out. 


H: two French sappers, buried in a subter- 


ranean gallery by the explosion of a German 

mine, freed themselves after 61. hours of tre- 

mendous effort, in which they tunneled their 
way back to the French lines, is described in an official 
statement recently issued by the French Government. 
The sappers, Mauduit and Cadoret, were awarded mili- 
tary medals for their extraordinary exploit. 

“On Oct. 30, in Artois, in the region of the Labyrinth,” 
the statement says, “a German mine exploded between 
the two lines, blocking an underground passage that 
we had succeeded in pushing from our trenches to be- 
yond the German trench. Two Breton sapper-miners, 

fauduit and Cadoret, were at work at the far end of 
the tunnel, 92 feet from its entrance.

“They immediately set about digging away the earth 
that filled up the tunnel. Throwing the earth behind 
them and tamping it down, so as to keep the same 
clear space, they advanced a little way. But they 
thought they could liberate themselves more easily by 
striking obliquely upward through the earth in the di- 
rection of the French lines. 

“The air they were breathing soon became so foul 
that their candle went out and their matches would not 
burn. So in darkness they set about piercing an ob- 
lique shaft toward the surface of the earth, rising little 
by little and making a ladder of themselves in the hole, 
one man kneeling and the other standing on ‘his shoul- 
ders and digging.

On my left oc- 
casional flickering lights broke through 
the mist, for the most part the lights of 
taverns; and, saving these rents in the 
veil, the darkness was punctured with 
nothing but the faint and yellow lumi- 
tance of the street lamrs. 


Ahead was a black mouth, which prom- 
ised to swallow me up as it had swallowed 
up my friend. 

In short, what with my lowered condi- 
tion and consequent frame of mind, and 
what with the traditions for me irsepara- 
ble from the gloomy quarter of London, I 
was in the grip of a shadowy menace 
which at any moment might become tan- 
gible—I perceived, in the most common- 
place objects, the yellow hand of Dr. -Fu- 
Manchu. 

When the car stopped in a place of utter 
darkness, I aroused myself with an effort, 
opened the door and stepped out into:the 
mud of a narrow lane. A high brick 
wall frowned upon me from one side, and, 
dimly perceptible, there towered a smoke- 
stack beyond. On. my right uprose the 
side of a wharf building, shadowily, and 
some distance ahead, almost obscured by 
the drizzling rain, a solitary lamp flick- 
ered. 

I turned up the collar of my raincoat, 
shivering as much at the prospect as from 
physical chill. 

“You will wait here,” I said to the man; 
and, feeling in my breast pocket, I added: 
“If you hear the note of a whistle, drive 
on and rejoin me.” 

He listened attentively and with a cer- 
tain eagerness. I had selected him that 
night for the reason that he had driven 
Smith and myself on previous occasions 
and had proved himself a man of intelligence. Trans- 
ferring a Browning pistol from my coat pocket to that 
of my raincoat, I trudged on into the mist. 

The headlights of the taxi were swallowed up behind 
me, and just abreast of the street lamp I stood listen- 
ing. 

Save for the dismal sound of rain and the trickling 
of water along the gutters all about me was silent. Some- 
times this silence would be broken by the distant muf- 
fled note of a steam siren; and always, forming a sort 
of background to the near stillness, was the remote din 
of riverside activity. 

I walked on to the corner just beyond the lamp. This 
was the street in which the wooden buildings were sit- 
uated. -I had expected to detect some evidences of sur- 
veillance, but if any surveillance was there, it was 
effectively masked. Not a living creature was visible, 
peer as I would. 

Plans, I had none, and, perceiving that the street was 
empty and that no lights showed at any of the win- 
dows, I passed on, only to find that I had entered a a 
de-sac. 

A rickety, gate gave access to a descending flight of 
stone steps, the bottom invisible in the denser shadows 
of an archway, beyond which, I doubted not, lay the 
river. 

Still uninspired by any definite design, I tried the 
gate and found that it was unlocked. Like some wan- 
dering soul, as it has since seemed to me, I descended. 
There was a lamp over'the archway, but the glass was 
broken and the rain apparently had extinguished the 
light; as I passed under it I could hear the gas whistling 
from the burner. 

Continuing my way, | found myself upon a narrow

wharf with the Thames flowing gloomily beneath me. A 


sort of fog hung over the river, shutting me in. Then 
came an accident. 

Suddenly, quite near, there arose’ a weird and mourn- 
ful cry—a cry indescribable, and inexpressibly uncanny! 

I started back so violently that how I escaped falling 
into the river I do not know to this day. That cry, so 
eerie and so wholly unexpected, had unnerved me: 
and, realizing the nature of my surroundings, and the
